But Can Give No Reason for It

tails of an American Airlines plane crash in which 28 died. 


Eighteen other persons were injured in the pre-dawn accident 
yesterday. 


The 60-passenger plane, bound from New York to Mexico City 


slammed into twjo buildings and exploded in flames on the edge cl 


the Love Field Airport. One engine was afire and another was failing 


before the plane struck. It veered sharply to the left before crashing 


From the injured pilot and co-pilot came statements saying what 


happened--but not why. Capt. Laurens (Tommy) Claude said his No 


I engine had not functioned properly on the New York-Washington 
Dallas-Mexico City flight. Of w'hat happened here, he said: 


“ I squared away to make a landing with flaps and gear down on a 
final approach. The No. 4 engine quit and I called to the flight engin­ 
eer to cut on the booster pump 
| when the fuel flow dropped to 
i zero and the left wing 
dropped 
| after the airplane started to mush 
I in (below flying speed). 
“ I called for flaps and gear up 
I to the first officer (indicating an 
j intention to regain altitude for an- 
1 other approach).

W ASHINGTO N , Nov. 30- (SP)—

What Is Truth About Angus Ward Cas e? 


We hear a lot of comments 
abouth the 
Angus 
Wand case. 
There are 
many , in­ 
cluding some of our radio broadcasters and 
some publications, who mak e light of our 
slow method of handling this matter. They 
tak e a “let’s show them ” attitude. 


There have been a number of speak ers 
and others who are quoted as declaring we 
should have had war ships on the job to de­ 
mand release of the government’s repre­ 
sentatives who were jailed in Communist- 
held China. 
There may be other angles to this that we 
ought to think about. Nobody wants to pre­ 
cipitate a situation which conceivably even 
could bring about war. 
On the other hand we are rather amazed 
at the state department’s attitude in alleged­ 
ly sending war ships to break the Chinese 
Nationalist 
block ade in southern 
China, 
which is reported to be principally for the 
purpose of aiding British interests. If this 
is true we don’t understand why we should 
go all out for British interests and be ex ­ 
ceedingly cautious about 
protecting our 
own 
people 
Probably 
the 
sending of 
American war ships may also be attempting 
to look after American interests. 
However there may be things about the 
Ward case which 
we do not understand. 
There are some American representatives 
abroad who lik e to “show -off because they 
think 
they have 
the power of 
a great 
country behind them. Sometimes this at­ 
titude approaches almost insufferable ar­ 
rogance. 
It is now reported that Angus Ward and 
his staff have been released by Communist 
Chinese jailors and ordered deported. Per; 
haps a more calm look can be tak en at the 
incident and some of the hot-headed de­ 
mands for forceful action which were made 
to the state departm ent while he and four 
members of his staff were prisoner*. Per­ 
haps the state 
department k new what it 
was doing. 
The accusation against the five, that they 
beat a Chinese employ ee in a wage dispute, 


is ridiculous in American ey es, but not so 


in China. That an employ er should answer 


an employ ee’s request for a wage raise with 


the toe of his boot is not entirely unusual 


(although it would be for 
Americans in 


China), but it is unusual for the police to 


tak e an interest in the procedure. Their 


interest now is reported to be part of the 


“new order”, reflecting the new relationship 


that is to ex ist between employ er and em­ 
ploy ee 
If the Americans were legitimately arrest­ 


ed, Why were they ndt promptly released on 


bail pending 
trial? Again, China 
is not 


America. Bail for police prisoners is not the 


common and ex pected practice in China. 


Was the whole affair deliberately trum p­ 
ed up so that the new Communist masters 
of Muk den could mak e the Americans lose 
face? It is quite lik ely that this is so. It was 
a stupid thing to be done by an infant re­ 
volutionary government seek ing interna­ 
tional recognition, but it might be hard to 
convince 
an Oriental of that. For 
other 
Chinese 
it may have 
served the 
end of 
humiliating Americans. But other nations 
considering the question of recognizing the 
Communist 
regime in 
China have 
been 
caused to delay , and give some thought to 
the matter. Even some Chinese may have 
given new thought, for there are some who 
thoughtfully weigh the ancient Oriental 
regard for. “face” against the W esterners 
scorn for it. 
In the end the Angus Ward affair may 
not react entirely 
to the disadvantage of 
United States prestige; as far as official ac­ 
tions are concerned, we may have lost face 
but may be we were smart in withholding 
hasty action and in k eeping our heads.

which consists in ex am ining m a­ 
terial from the womb, has proved 
simple to use arni very accurate in 
its results. The procedure consists 
in tak ing out, with a surgical in­ 
strum ent called a curette, which is 
in reality just a small spoon, a small 
piece of material from the opening 
into the womb. This procedure is 
performed at a routine ex amina­ 
tion and does not require any anes­ 
thetic, for it is not at all painful. 


Diagnosis of Cancer 
A group of doctors perform ed 
this test on 1816 women. A diagno­ 
sis of cancer w as established by 
this m eans in 
four patients, in 
whom no other sy m ptom s 
of can­ 
cer of the womb was present. 
The m aterial which is removed 
from the cervix , as the womb open­ 
ing is called, is sm eared on an ordi­ 
nary glass slide. The slide is placed 
in a large ja r containing alcohol and 
ether. These slides stay in this solu­ 
tion for *at least 
an hour, but may 
rem ain for day s. They are then 
stained and ex amined under the 


rate ex am ination, a diagnosis of 
cancer w as made. It is in jus t such 
cases, which a re diagnosed early , 
tha t a complete cure can be ob­ 
tained. 
This 
test can readily be per­ 
formed by most doctors who ex am ­ 
ine and treat adult females, and 
it is reasonable to ex pect that every 
adult female should have such a 
test made as part of her y early 
or bi-y early phy sical ex amination. 
This method is the one which pro­ 
vides the means of mak ing an early 
diagnosis. 
It is by early diagnosis of cancer 
that a cure can more readily be 
obtained.

Ho Tularemia 
Cases Reported 


Lest Rabbit Fever 
In the State 


Not only have no tularemia or 
rabbit fever cases 
been reported 
j in Fayette County so far this sea­ 
son, but not have been reported in 
Ohio, according to Dr. John D. 
I Porterfield, director of the De­ 
partment of Health. 
In 1941, a total of 213 cases were 
! recorded in Ohio, and in 1942, the 
number dropped to 29, and in 1945 
only 12 cases were reported 
in 
Ohio. Last year, 15 cases were re­ 
ported at the close of the rabbit 
hunting season. 
It is thought that the importa­ 
tion of rabbits 
lrom other states 
for statewide restocking some IO 


or IS years ago was responsible for 
the spread of tularemia. A small 
number of rabbits are imported 
by a few sportsmen’s clubs each 
year, but generally speaking, the 
rabbit population of Ohio 
is na­ 
tive and 
disease-free. Since the 
large 
importation 
practice 
has 
been discontinued, tularemia cases 
have declined from year to year. 
Biologists have often stated that 
the rabbit is host to more diseases ; 
and parasites than any other wild 
1 creature. Hunters 
are cautioned 
I therefore, to wear rubber 
gloves 
; when dressing wild game. Rabbits 
with internal organs studded with 
small, white dots should be de- 
| stroyed. 
j 
Some hunters destroy rabbits on 
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which 
warbles 
(small external 
bumps) are found, thinking they 
are diseased. Warbles, it has been 
said, are just as normal on rabbits 
as fleas are on a dog. 
The Pennsylvania Game Com­ 
mission research department last 
summer reported that 35 per cent 
of the rabbits trapped 
and 
in­ 
spected 
were 
warble infested. 
Most warbles leave the rabbit 
prior to November I, but some re­ 
main longer.
